All set for the 
fossil invasion 


LYME Regis will turn the clock back a couple of million 
years this weekend with the town bracing itself for an in¬ 
flux of fossil fanatics. 

The town’s popular fossil festival - this year entitled 
“Dead or Alive” and part of the International Year of Bio¬ 
diversity - is expected to attract many thousand of visitors 
to the resort. 

Festival director Kimberly Clarke and her team of 
helpers have this week been adding the final touches to a 
programme that will entertain, educate and surprise, cost-

ing nearly £100,000, with dozens of events being staged 
in Lyme and Charmouth.

LYME'S VERY OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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KIMBERLY Clarke first moved to Lyme Regis in 
1996, after emigrating from Canada to the UK 
in 1985. 

She usually works in international develop¬ 
ment research communications, meeting peo¬ 
ple from all over the world. Kimberly moved 
back to Lyme a year ago after five years in 
Nicaragua. 

A former trustee of the Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, Kimberly took on organising the 
Fossil Festival in January and is looking for¬ 
ward to having an entire year to organise the 
next one. 


■ WHY do you think there is still so much interest 
in fossils and Dinosaurs? 

There is something irresistible about holding in your 
hand a fossil that could be more than 100-million-years- 
old and have lived and died on the very spot that you 
picked it up today. If the fossils on our beach are not col¬ 
lected they will simply be washed away and lost forever, 
so it’s great that so many people enjoy spending hours 
picking through all the rocks on the beach. The Char- 
mouth Heritage Coast Centre and Jurassic Coast team 
are at the forefront of smart fossil collecting too, which 
means that people can find out how to collect safely, and 
be encouraged to register important finds. 

■ FOLLOWING last year's success, what can people 
expect from this year's festival? 

We have some new things in the Marine Theatre, includ¬ 
ing a gig by Robyn Hitchcock, who in 2008 went on an 
Arctic voyage with the Cape Farewell art and climate 
change project. We will also be showing some great films 
on the big screen in the Marine, including two episodes 
of David Attenborough’s ‘Blue Planet’ series, ‘End of the 
Line’, a documentary about how overfishing is devasting 
the oceans, and ‘Art from a Changing Arctic’. The 
MEMO project on the beach will be carving a giant 
seafan on Portland stone. It’s an endangered species, and 
very relevant as it’s present in Lyme Bay. The marquees 
will be stuffed with old favourites like the Dinosaur Run¬ 
way, and new things like the Jurassic Coast team’s giant 
fossil jigsaw. 

■ HOW involved are local groups and people in the 
hosting of the festival? 

The festival depends very heavily on our volunteers, and 
we always owe them a great vote of thanks. Traders put 
up our posters in their windows, Dave Milligan has taken 
our posters and leaflets all over the countryside. Virgil 
puts up the banner and flags, and all the Marine Theatre 
friends and volunteers pitch in to make the events there 
run smoothly. Previous festival organisers Fred 
Humphreys and Richard and Val Doney have been very 
generous with their time and experience, as have local 
fossil collectors who will put on a fossil fair in the grand 
marquee. Ellen Wrooke will be face painting in the juras- 
sic garden on Saturday afternoon, and Alan and Lynne 
Vian will be inviting everyone to help build a giant sand 



ammonite on the beach Saturday morning. 


■ HOW beneficial do you think events like this are 
for Lyme's tourism and economy? 

It’s a key mission of the Lyme Regis Development Trust 
to support and develop our local economy. The Fossil 
Festival - and the bigger 2012 Earth Festival that’s com¬ 
ing your way soon - are all part of a package that leads 
to the Jurassic Coast Field Studies Centre. The centre will 
not only provide decent jobs year round for people in 
Lyme, it will give opportunities for local people to teach 
courses on a whole range of subjects - from pure science 
to arts and crafts - and for all ages. 
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■ HOW much does it cost to hold the fossil festival 
and how is the money raised? 

Our budget this year is just under £100,000. This doesn’t 
include all the volunteer hours and the more than £50,000 
that our participants spend to bring their teams and exhi¬ 
bitions to Lyme. The Natural History Museum alone, who 
are bringing more than 20 scientists of all types this year, 
spend about £25,000. We have had funding from RE¬ 
LAYS, the Jurassic Coast team, Natural England, Arts 
Council England, West Dorset District Council, the Fine 
Family Foundation, Dorset County Council, Creative 
Dorset, and Jurassic Coast Trust. We have also had two 
donations from local businesses Lyme Bay Holidays, who 
are funding the website and programmes, and Newlands 
Holidays, who are paying for the Lyme-Charmouth free 
minibus. We will be applying to more and different fun¬ 
ders next year, and will really focus on trying to get some 
more business support on board. 

■ WHAT do you think makes Lyme the perfect host 
venue for such a big event? 

Lyme is such a jewel. All the events are centred around 
the seafront, which just becomes a gigantic theatre and 
outdoor classroom. Our traders are all experienced at 
serving visitors and so are able to ramp up and meet the 
demand - although they will all need a very long lie in 
after the weekend. 

■ IF you could invite anyone from throughout time 
for a dinner party, which three guests would you 
choose and why? 

Mary Anning of course, David Attenborough, and Jon 
Snow. Jon would make sure the conversation kept flow¬ 
ing whenever I was tongue-tied. 

■ IF you were stuck on a desert island, which three 
things would you want to take with you? 

A year’s supply of chocolate, a complete set of Agatha 
Christie, and a very comfy hammock. 

■ IF Mary Anning was alive today, what question 
would you ask her and why? 

Why didn’t you keep a diary?

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'Positive steps' towards SSL 


reopening youth club 


POSITIVE steps have been taken towards the re-opening 
of the club for young people in Lyme Regis. 

The club has been closed for several years, having been 
declared “unfit for purpose”. 

At one time it looked at though the club trustees would 
sell the property but parents have been campaigning for 
the Church Street premises to be reopened, 

Dorset County Council and the Woodroffe School 
looked at the possibility of re-estblishing the club but an 
initial survey by county architects revealed that at least 
£250,000 needed spening on the building. 

But at a public meeting earlier this year, chaired by MP 
Oliver Letwin, the county agreed to carry out a more 
comprehensive assessment of renovating the former 
Church Hall. 

This week, Marcus Dixon, chief executive of the Lyme

Regis Development Trust who set up the Youth Consor¬ 
tium to deliver better out-of-school facilities for the 
young people of Lyme, issued a statement saying the 
progress was being achieved. 

The statement read: “Following the public meeting held 
at St Michael’s Primary School on February 12th Dorset 
County Council’s Children’s Services have commis¬ 
sioned a report on the condition and state of repairs of 
premises of the former Boys Club by chartered surveyors 
Symonds and Sampson LLP. As promised by the county 
the survey will be made public after consideration by the 
Lyme Regis Club for Young People who manage the 
building. 



“The proposal to reopen the former boys club as a joint 
venture with the Woodroffe School and Children’s Serv¬ 
ices and the Club For Young People is being developed 
in parallel with discussions centred on opening the build¬ 
ing during the day as part of extended schools programme 
and for the building to operate as a youth club in the 
evening. These discussions foresee local young people 
taking a leading role in helping to secure the building and 
planning its future use.” 

Describing the new proposed joint venture as a “fan¬ 
tastically important agenda”, Oliver Letwin said that he 
is delighted that there is a new report and that he looks 
forward to co-operation between the Club for Young Peo¬ 
ple, the Woodroffe School and Children’s Services to 
achieve a sensible solution agreeable to all partners. 

Mr Letwin will be asked to chair a meeting of the Lyme 
Regis Youth Consortium, including representatives of the 
newly-formed youth club action group, which will be 
called after the election on May 6th. 


POLICE have warned residents about rogue traders 
after two men were arrested whilst carrying out 
gardening work in Lyme Regis. 

Police received a report of two suspicious men 
gardening in Talbot Road at 12.30pm on Tuesday, 
April 13th. 

Following enquiries made at the scene, police ar¬ 
rested the two men on suspicion of committing of¬ 
fences under the Fraud Act 2006. The men were 
from Salisbury and using a white transit van. They 
are now on police bail. 

PC Richard Winward said: "Householders should 
never have work done by people cold calling. You 
never know who they are or what their intentions 
are. There are plenty of local companies and indi¬ 
viduals who can be contacted. 

"At Lyme Regis Police Station locals can obtain a 
postcard to display in their window informing that 
they do not buy from doorstep sellers. 

"If anyone suspects that jobbing builders, gar¬ 
deners or roofers are doing work for an elderly per¬ 
son, perhaps a neighbour, then please give the 
police an opportunity to check it out by calling us 
at the time. 

"Please don't leave it to someone else to call. If it 
is all in order then we have lost nothing, but one 
call could save someone from being the victim of 
crime."

GENERAL ELECTION 2010 


View editor PHILIP EVANS goes on the stump with Conservative Oliver Letwin 



Influential, polite with a steely reserve 


E lectioneer¬ 
ing with Oliver 
Letwin is not for 
the faint hearted. Or the 
unfit. 

I joined Oliver and his 
team of of Tory can¬ 
vassers, mainly eager 
young things cutting 
their political teeth, on 
the stump in the West 
Dorset villages but felt 
distinctly fatigued after 
just a couple of hours. 

We met in the car park 
at Drimpton Village Hall 
where maps were pro¬ 
duced and an itinerary 
confirmed for the after¬ 
noon. 

I’m introduced to one 
of his supporters as “a 
very dangerous man”. 
He was joking, of course. 
I think. 

Like all seasoned 
politicians he treats the 
press with guarded re¬ 
spect and later, when he 


scattered his leaflets all 
over a doorstep and I 
helped him pick them 
up, he commented: “I 
knew editors had a use.” 

It was a glorious 
spring afternoon and 
Oliver was already in 
shirtsleeves when he ar¬ 
rived looking as 
sprightly as ever and 
quite pleased with him¬ 
self. 

And so he should. The 
previous day’s leader in 
The Times described 
him as “an influential 
architect of modern Con¬ 
servatism” lamenting 
that he would be much 
missed if ousted on May 
6th. 

As an attendee at 
Shadow Cabinet meet¬ 


ings, Oliver is definitely 
a key figure and as such 
has a punishing schedue 
during the run-up to the 
election, rather blowing 
a bit of a whole in the 
Lib Dems’ claim that he 
is a “part-timer”. 

He has to be in Central 
Office in London by 6 
am every morning and 
then returns to the con¬ 
stituency by 2pm for 
canvassing for the rest 
of the day, usually fin¬ 
ishing with a meeting 
somewhere in the con- 
stuency before return¬ 
ing to London again. 

The Times pointed out 
that he is defending a 
modest majority of 2,461 
and with the Lib Dem 
bandwagon in overdrive 
his seat coud prove vul¬ 
nerable. 

When I remind him of 
the Times leader, he 
replies rather mischievi- 
ously: “I think I might 
send the editor a bottle 
of champagne.” 

If hard work is any 
yardstock, then Oliver 
deserves to be re-elected 


but he is taking nothing 
for granted. 

Back to the door 
knocking. Oliver strides 
off into the village with 
me and one of his faith¬ 
ful in tow. “You’ll get 
used to this,” she says. 
“You will never keep up 
with him.” 

It was quite obvious 
that Drimpton is very 
much a Tory village and 
there were few doorstep 
banana skins that he 
had to negotiate. 

One Conservative sup¬ 
porter did come shuf¬ 
fling down to the lane to 
catch him, berating Gor¬ 
don Brown as “such an 
arrogant man” and ac¬ 
cusing him of raiding 
her pension scheme. She 
wasn’t over impressed 
either with David 
Cameron, preferring 
that old warhorse Ken¬ 
neth Clarke. 

But Oliver quickly put 
her right. “David is 
quite brilliant” he told 
her. 

Having circumnavi¬ 
gated Drimpton (a big¬ 


ger place than I antici¬ 
pated) we regrouped at 
the village hall and set 
off for South Perrott on 
the fringe of the con¬ 
stituency. 

In the car park of the 
Coach and Horses pub 
we are joined by more 
supporters and Oliver 
sets off again at an 
Olympic pace. 

Same reaction from 
most doorsteps; you’ve 
got our vote Oliver. 

But as we walked into 
the School Hill Magna 
housing estate Oliver 
warned me that he did 
not expect to meet too 
many friendly faces. 

I asked whether he 
was ever tempted to skip 
the unfriendly areas. 
“Certainly not,” he 
replied. “They must not 
be forgotten.” 

As it turned out there 
were several Tory sup¬ 
porters in School Hill, 
although one member of 
the Armed Services, 
home on leave, said: 
“The jury is still out”. 
But he definitely would 


not be voting Lib Dem 
after hearing Nick 
Clegg’s views on Trident 
in the TV debate the 
night before. 

Oliver put his unex¬ 
pected support in School 
Hill down to the fact he 
had helped out several 
residents on various 
problems over the year. 

This is a recurring 
theme wherever we go. 
Despite his high profile 
in the Conservative 
Party (according to The 
Times his “modernising 
and liberal instincts are 
recognisable throughout 
the Conservative mani¬ 
festo), Oliver is a good 
constuency MP. 

Time and again he 
tells those who stop him 
in the streets to contact 
him on May 7th and he 
will do his best for them. 

After South Perrott it 
was more of the same in 
Cheddington and then 
on to Misterton where 
the day’s canvassing fin¬ 
ished with a public 
meeting at the village 
hall, conveniently fur¬ 


nished in Tory blue 
blinds and stage cur¬ 
tains. 

There were 50 or so at 
the meeting, mainly 
party members I sus¬ 
pect, and mostly over 60. 

One young mother 
brought along her child 
and Oliver promised to 
help her with a health 
matter after the election. 

“Even if I don’t vote for 
you?” she enquired. “Of 
course.” 

Although this is one of 
the most challenging 


elections in Oliver’s 13 
years as West Dorset’s 
MP, electioneering is 
much the same with few 
firebrands on the 
doorsteps, despite the 
public dissatisfaction 
with politics. 

I’m struck by Oliver’s 
politeness even to those 
who are clearly not sup¬ 
porters. He’s a decent 
man but has the de¬ 
meanour of an academic 
slightly out of kilter 
with the cut and thrust 
of this dirty game of pol¬ 
itics. 

But he has a steely re¬ 
serve - and, as my legs 
discovered, boundless 
energy.

I T’S 1pm and the 
pumpkin and chilli 
soup is as orange as 
the rosettes adorning the 
chests of the volunteers 
sat around fold out ta¬ 
bles and chairs. 

Nattering away, it 
seemed more like a cof¬ 
fee morning than work 
on a campaign for one of 
the Lib Dem identified 
key seats in this year’s 
general election. 

The lady of the mo¬ 
ment, Prospective Par¬ 
liamentary Candidate 
Sue Farrant, is still not 
in attendance. Never¬ 
mind, the excitement in 
the air is tangible. 

Some of the 40 odd vol¬ 
unteers from the 
Beaminster branch of 
the Lib Dems - who give 
up their time and soup 
willingly - sit around 
the Skyrm Room com¬ 


pleting the sticking of 
the last 25, 000 envelopes 
which will be posted out 
to the households in 
West Dorset. Volunteers 
run the campaign, or at 
least this section of it: 
from the press officer to 
the canvasses, to the 
driver, to the cooks. Why 
do they do it? 

Chair of the Beamin¬ 
ster branch, Ngaire 
Streets, said: “Usually 
because they believe the 
same thing as the party 
believe. They would re¬ 
ally love to see our party 
in power so what we be¬ 
lieve in, gets in. 

“The extra bonus is we 
all think the world of 
Sue.” 


Mrs Streets sat on the 
selection panel that 
chose Mrs Farrant to 
represent them and 
their principles in this, 
one of the most exciting 
elections in over a 
decade. 

American style tele¬ 
vised debates have seen 
the Lib Dem leader Nick 
Clegg soar in the polls. 
And that popularity, 
which has echoes of 
Blair, has seen 
staunchly Conservative 
and Labour voters 
swing. Either because 
they are fed up with 
what they see as the 
“same old parties” or 
simply because they 
don’t want to waste a 
vote and allow the con¬ 
servatives to hold its 
constituency seat. 

Later, whilst knocking 
on doors, Sue will be 
told as much by Beamin- 
ster’s residents. 

Mrs Streets said her 
long-term canvasses 
were coming in saying 
they had never had a re¬ 


sponse like it before, 
adding: “The question is 
- have we crossed the 
tipping point?” 

Sue obviously thinks 
so, it’s why she moved to 
Sherborne to become a 
PPC and try to win the 
seat. 

Then she steps into the 
hall and it’s all hands on 
deck. List of doors on 
which to knock: check. 
Pledges cards (nick¬ 
named “lobster” cards 
because Sue thinks she 
looks like one in the pic¬ 
ture): check. Can¬ 

vassers: check. 

Knock, knock. The 
door opens. “Hello, I’m 
Sue Farrant. I’m the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat candi¬ 
date. How are you?” 

“Have you decided 
which way you will vote 
yet,” she continues. 

From there she free- 
styles according to the 
response. She’s all 
smiles, home-spun con¬ 
geniality, poise and 
charm. The perfect can¬ 
didate for the party’s 


anti-politics stance. She 
canvasses with her 
daughter while her son 
cooks meals for them 
after 12 hours of cam¬ 
paigning. It’s like the 
Waltons meet the 
Kennedy s. 

There was one time 
when it was very clear a 
man usually voted, but 
this time he wouldn’t,” 
says Sue. 

“So I spent some time 
talking to him. He was 
just fed up with corrup¬ 
tion and all the stories 
in the press. He was dis¬ 
illusioned and cynical. 

“So I said, look, I’m a 
fresh start. I’ve never 
been in Parliament be¬ 
fore. I come from an or¬ 
dinary background and 
have worked all my life, 
so give me a chance and, 
if you want, vote me out 
next time.” 

Waiting outside a 
house, volunteer can¬ 
vasser and party mem¬ 
ber of 46 years Malcolm 
Collins, says he thinks 
people felt it’s time for a 


change. 

“It’s the first time in 40 
years that I’ve been in¬ 
volved that I felt it’s pos¬ 
sible things are going to 
change,” he says. 

“I remember Poole MP 
John Ward was explain¬ 
ing how people used to 
go to various supermar¬ 
kets to get the cheapest 
pound of butter. He 
couldn’t understand it. 
That’s a Tory, and they 
are still like it.” 

As he finishes the sen¬ 
tence Sue comes strid¬ 
ing out from the 
doorstep. She has just 
finished talking to a res¬ 
ident and swayed their 
vote in her favour. It’s 
an obvious moment of 
pleasure. 

Sue is pleased but real¬ 
istic. “It’s just one 
voter,” she says, walk¬ 
ing out of the cul-de-sac. 
There will need to be 
many thousands more 
eligible voters choosing 
her on May 6th to se¬ 
cure her victory. 

In the past four weeks 


alone the amount of reg¬ 
istered voters has in¬ 
creased by 1,500, 946 
since April 20th. New 
voters; new candidate; 
new government. At 
least that’s the hope. 

“I love canvassing,” 
says Sue, “For me it’s 
what the party is about, 
getting out and talking 
to people, and more im¬ 
portantly listening to 


people. For me it’s a pub¬ 
lic service. I’m in this to 
try and make life better 
for people. I used to get 
so angry when I saw 
things that I thought 
were wrong, not legally 
but morally, and not hap¬ 
pening the way I thought 
they should be happen¬ 
ing. So when my chil¬ 
dren left home I thought 
I could sit at home and 
moan or get out there. 

“Meeting people is 
what it’s all about. I’m a 
great believer people 
vote for people.”

THE message is clear: “We are not a one issue party,” 
says UKIP’S Oliver Chisholm. This election is straight¬ 
forward: “Vote UKIP and demand a Referendum on our 
membership of the European Union,” he adds.

L ABOUR are facing 
a tough challenge 
in a constituency 
dominated by Conserva¬ 
tive and Lib-Dem voters, 
but in the red corner 
Parliamentary candidate 
Dr Steve Bick is “Fight¬ 
ing to win”. 

Dr Bick has been a 
Labour follower since he 
was a teenager, setting 
up the political debating 
society whilst a pupil at 
Weymouth Grammar 
School..

“Labour was the party 
of fairness and it 
matched with my val¬ 
ues” he said. 

Outside Dr Bick’s 
house in Dorchester his 
campaign agent Mike 
Gant is co-ordinating 
volunteers for a morn¬ 
ing canvassing. Dr Bick 
is optimistically loading 


stakes into the “battle 
bus” ready to bang into 
any supporters garden. 
The D-reg Volkswagen 
Transporter, loaded with 
campaign posters and a 
PA system, is an un¬ 
likely campaign vehicle 
although, “John 

Prescott has a Ford 
Transit” Dr Bick ex¬ 


plains. 

The van fails to keep 
pace with Dr Bick’s cam¬ 
paign car in front and 
when we reach Martin- 
stown, Dr Bick grabs for 
the map. We head over 
to Portesham to re-fuel 
and Dr Bick, split up 
from his volunteers, sets 
to work on canvassing. 


After a series of unan¬ 
swered knocks and 
posted pamphlets Dr 
Bick finally gets an an¬ 
swer. Despite a friendly 
chat with the home- 
owner and some medical 
advice for the voters 
dog, who has cataracts 
in both eyes, Dr Bick is 
told he is wasting his 
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time. Behind the next 
Labour red door is an¬ 
other “no” for Dr Bick 
from another Conserva¬ 
tive supporter. 

Not disheartened, he 
marches on up the road 
past a series of Lib-Dem 
plastered houses, 
“KBO” he says, “keep 
buggering on”. The 
words of arguably 
Britain’s greatest leader, 
and a hero of Dr Bick’s, 
Winston Churchill. 

“I appreciate I am an 
outsider but I fight to 
win. I am a third horse 
in this race, but I fight to 
win otherwise there is 
no point in standing, I 
am aiming to re-build 
the Labour vote which 
has been excessively 
squeezed in West Dorset 
in recent years.” 

We soon come across a 
familiar problem for Dr 
Bick, which he hopes to 
tackle this election, the 
tactical voter. 

A former Labour ac¬ 
tivist explains he may 
be voting Lib-Dem this 
year in order to keep the 
Conservatives out of 
No.10. Dr Bick explains 
that he wants people to 
stand up for the Labour 
party and help re-build 
the vote in West Dorset. 

Another problem for 
candidates this term is 
the disillusioned voter. 
The MPs expenses scan¬ 
dal is still fresh in 
voter’s minds. “I don’t 
trust the lot of you” one 
man yells as he cycles 
off away from the genial 
Dr Bick. 

“A lot of people are dis¬ 
illusioned with politi¬ 
cians and politics but it 
is important that every¬ 
one uses their vote,” he 
says. 

Dr Bick is proud to be 
standing in a con¬ 
stituency where he grew 


up. His love of the 
county is evident, point¬ 
ing out the rocks, which 
fell from the surround¬ 
ing hills to form Porte- 
sham’s natural 

landscape and the for¬ 
mer home of Admiral 
Hardy, which stands 
prominent in the vil¬ 
lage. 

Approaching the last 
few houses Dr Bick has 
a bit more luck. A fe¬ 
male voter assures Dr 
Bick he is getting her 
vote and then takes ad¬ 
vantage of his medical 
knowledge, grilling him 
on techniques to help 
her recent attempts to 
quit smoking. 

“There is a lot of sup¬ 
port for Labour in this 
village,” she says. 

Dr Bick is happy to ad¬ 
vise and is pleased to be 
likened to a young Neil 
Kinnock when he re¬ 
moves his sun hat. 

After a mornings can¬ 
vassing, there is just 
time for a quick toilet 
break before heading 
into Dorchester. 

Back in Dorchester 
town centre the Labour 
support is stronger. 

Lifelong labour voter, 
Barry Thompson, is 
pleased to see Dr Bick. 
“I’d like to see Oliver 
Letwin out but I am not 
a tactical voter,” he 


says.“I’ve got to stick to 
my convictions, Labour 
are best for the ordinary 
working class person. 
We should stick with the 
Labour party and get 
other people to change 
their minds, not vote tac¬ 
tically. 

“Labour can offer a lot 
here, they could do a lot 
more with social hous¬ 
ing which is needed 
badly and also I think 
they are the best party 
for workers in Dorset.” 

Dr Bick is reunited 
with his volunteers in 
the town centre. Cam¬ 
paign agent Mike Gant is 
drumming up support in 
the high street. 

“He stands for tradi¬ 
tional labour values. He 
is not a banker, he is a 
GP and you can draw 
your conclusions from 
that as to where his val¬ 
ues are and where his 
heart lies, he is con¬ 
cerned about people” he 
says. 

After a day spent can¬ 
vassing Dr Bick heads 
home to check on his 
emails before heading 
out to South Dorset 
where he is supporting 
Labour MP Jim Knight. 

It’s a day off from his 
Dorchester Road Sur¬ 
gery in Weymouth, 
where Dr Bick is a sen¬ 
ior partner, but it is an¬ 
other hard day on the 
campaign trail. 

“We have to keep it up, 
there is just 13 vdays to 
go,” he says.

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Council reject second 
plan for five new houses

PLANS to build five sub¬ 
stantial houses on land ad¬ 
jacent to Somers Road in 
Lyme Regis are being rec¬ 
ommended for refusal by 
the town council’s Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 

Planing permission for 
the development adjacent 
to Greenhill was granted 
by West Dorset District 
Council in 1990 but was 
allowed to lapse. 

A group of residents 
from Somers Road at¬ 


tended the town planning 
meeting to express their 
concern over the impact 
the development would 
have on the area. 

In consideration of the 
application for outline per¬ 
mission, councillors raised 
serious concerns with re¬ 
gard to the sub-standard 
access in terms of the sur¬ 


facing, gradient and visi¬ 
bility splay with implica¬ 
tions for the safety of 
pedestrians and highway 
users. 

Although cutting back 
overhanging hedges would 
improve the situation to a 
degree, even then the line 
of sight was far below what 
would be acceptable for the 


development if it was an 
adopted highway. 

The committee also ex¬ 
pressed great concern that 
the proposal involved the 
disposal of surface water 
via soakaways and not a 
piped mains system and 
this requirement should be 
a condition of a full appli¬ 
cation. 

Councillors did not think 
the three-storey nature of 
the proposed houses were 
in keeping with the charac- 


Kersbrook plans divide councillors 


PLANS for an extension at the Kersbrook Hotel in Lyme 
Regis split councillors at the April town council Planning 
Committee meeting. 

The plans included a two-bedroom separate unit of fam¬ 
ily accommodation located in the Pound Road hotel’s ex¬ 
isting car park. The development would be raised on 
stilts, as so not to lose any car parking spaces. 

The application has received two objections from 
neighbouring properties, on the grounds that the exten¬ 
sion would be overdevelopment of the site, not in keeping 
with the hotel, which is a listed building, and would be 
an intrusion to privacy of nearby properties. 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, agreed that the 
development would not be in keeping with the listed 
building, especially as it was on stilts. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell thought the new unit should, 
at least, have a thatched roof to match the existing hotel. 

The planning committee voted on the applications and 


found themselves split, with four councillors voting no 
objections to the plans and four voting to recommend re¬ 
fusal. 

The chairman, Councillor Ken Meech, had the casting 
vote and it was decided that they would pass no objec¬ 
tions on to West Dorset District Council, who will make 
the final decision.

Plans include a new glazed entrance area to provide bet¬ 
ter wheelchair access, a conservatory extension and the 
installation of velux windows to the attic room. 

The plans will now be considered by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 


ter of the area as none of 
the existing properties that 
surrounded the site were 
three storey. 

This, together with the 
number of houses pro¬ 
posed, created potential for 
loss of light, overlooking 
and impinging on the pri¬ 
vacy of neighbouring 
houses.

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Allotments on Strawberry 
Field are only temporary' 


ALLOTMENT S on the Strawberry Field on the outskirts 
of Lyme Regis may have a short lifespan. 

Town councillors have been told that the allotments are 
considered to be of a “temporary nature” and tenancy 
agreements being drawn up for the allotment holders will 
only be for four years initially. 

The town council will be able to reconsider the use of 
the land in 2014 when they may consider using the 
Strawberry Field for sport and leisure, as was the original 
intention. 

A row has broke out over using the land, once ear¬ 
marked as a new home for Lyme Regis Football Club, 
with former owner Cliff Powley saying he would never 


Nod for care home plans 

TWO care homes in Lyme Regis have taken a step to¬ 
ward extending their facilities, as Lyme Regis Town 
Council found no objections with either planning appli¬ 
cation. 

Fairfield House Residential Care Home on Charmouth 
Road and Shire House Care Home in Sidmouth Road are 
both hoping to improve facilities. 

Plans at Fairfield House include two single-storey ex¬ 
tensions at the back of the building to form three addi¬ 
tional bedrooms and associated facilities. 

An application for an extension at Fairfield House was 
previously submitted in 1998 but was refused due to 
ground stability issues and because it was considered an 
intrusion of privacy by nearby properties. 

Councillors commented that the new plans were a “vast 
improvement” and they found no objections. 

They also found no objections with plans to demolish 
Chatterton House, situated in the grounds of Shire House, 
and to replace it with 14 retirement apartments, a com¬ 
munal lounge and kitchen, library and computer area, 
physiotherapy and hairdressing room and office.

have sold the land to the council if he thought they would 
use it for allotments. 

Another neighbouring landowner, Mike Lyons, has 
upset allotment holders in Charmouth Road after high¬ 
lighting the untidy state of some of the plots. 

Mr Powley and Mr Lyons have written to the town 
council about the situation, prompting comments at last 
week’s full council meeting. Contents of those letters 
were not revealed at the meeting, although town clerk 
Mike Lewis said that contained matters which the coun¬ 
cil should consider. 

Deputy Mayor Owen Lovell asked that whether the 
town clerk could confirm that there would be no problem 
in removing the allotment status from the Strawberry 
Field in the future. 

He added that there were some points in the letters 
which they council might wish to address and they were 
“quite pertinent”. 

Mr Lewis said there were two sorts of allotment land - 
statutory which had been purchased for the purpose of 
creating allotments and temporary for land that had been 
acquired for other purposes but was being used for allot¬ 
ments. 

He said the council had been advised that the Straw¬ 
berry Field came under the designation of temporary land 
and therefore the council would be able to reconsider its 
use in the future if there was a viable alternative use. 

The leases being drawn up for the new allotment hold¬ 
ers at the Strawberry Field will therefore be temporary 
agreements but they were getting the council’s legal ad¬ 
visers to confirm this so they had a “water tight” case. 

Mr Lewis agreed that Mr Powley and Mr Lyons had 
“come up with some good stuff’ in their letters which 
the Policy Committee should consider. 

He added that the council was waiting for a certificate 
of lawfulness from West Dorset District Council to pro¬ 


ceed with the allotments at the Strawberry Field and he 
thought it could be a couple of months before the matter 
was resolved and the plot holders could move onto the 
site. All 26 sites have been allocated. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkins said she had been looking at 
government websites and could confirm that it was per¬ 
fectly in order to have allotments on land where planning 
applications had stalled (a reference to the Strawbery 
Field being acquired for sport and leisure but not gaining 
planning permission). 

Referring to complaints made by Mr Lyons about the 
state of the allotments in Charmouth Road, Councillor 
Stan Williams said he had been summoned to the site by 
one very upset allotment holder who provided fresh veg¬ 
etables for five local families. 

“He was very irate that he had been attacked in this 
way,” he said. “His allotment was immaculate.” 

Councillor Ken Meech said he thought that the photo¬ 
graphs of the untidy state of the Charmouth Road allot¬ 
ments distorted the situation, adding it was a case of 
“creative photography”. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said he had also been sum¬ 
moned to the allotments where similar complaints were 
made, although he did have some reservations about the 
deep freeze on the site. 

Councillor Lovell also took issue with a statement by 
Mr Powley that the Strawberry Field was never offered 
for sale but was leased to the council for 999 years. 

He said the field was advertised for sale with a local es¬ 
tate agent and nothing was mentioned about leasehold 
until the council started negotiations. 

♦ AT a previous meeting, Councillor Lovell stressed the 
importance of not having too long a lease for the allot¬ 
ments so that they could reconsider sporting and leisure 
use at some time in the future. Town clerk Mike Lewis 
confirmed that the leases would run until 2014 as did the 
lease for the pitch and putt course on the Strawberry 
Field. 


Parade floodlights 
to cost £2,000 

THE cost of putting up temporary lighting on the 
Marine Parade would be £2,000, town councillors 
have been told. 

Most of the street lights on the Marine Parade are 
not working and some are beyond repair. 

Following numerous complaints about the lack of 
lighting, Lyme Regis Town Council obtained a quote 
from the electricity board for temporary floodlight¬ 
ing until the regeneration of the Marine Parade 
shelters is completed. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis told last week's full council 
meeting that the temporary lighting would cost 
£2,000 and it was agreed that the matter be re¬ 
ferred to the next meeting of the Policy Committee. 

Work on the regeneration of the shelters is due to 
begin in September and should be completed by 
the summer of 2011. 

The council has set aside £250,000 in reserves and 
are borrowing £500,00 to pay for the scheme. 

Call for action 
on 'scruffy streets' 

MORE complaints about street sweeping in Lyme 
Regis were made during the public forum session 
at Lyme Regis Town Council. 

Regular attender Derek Hallett referred to com¬ 
ments made in the View from Lyme Regis about the 
state of the streets, referring to one reader's experi¬ 
ence in Silver Street. 

Addressing his remarks to Councillor Daryl Turner, 
a member of West Dorset District Council, Mr Hallett 
said parts of the town were getting "really scruffy". 

"It needs sorting and sorting smartish," he said. 
"Some places have not seen a brush for months and 
years. It is your (WDDC) responsibility and I ask you 
to shake things up." 

CouncillorTurner said that if Mr Hallett gave him 
a list of places that needed attention he would 
"push it through".

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Another good year for Guild 


THE Lyme Regis Lifeboat dealt with 45 call-outs in 2009, 
an increase of 20 per cent on the previous year, which re¬ 
sulted in the saving of six lives, RNLI fundraisers were 
told last week. 

Presenting the operational report for 2009 in the absence 
of operations manager Rob Fossett, who was attending an 
RNLI meeting, deputy launching authority John Dover 
told the annual meeting of the Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth RNLI Guild, held at Lyme Regis Golf Club, that 
the lifeboat had also gone to the assistance of 45 people. 

“Unfortunately, and as always with great sadness, one 
person lost their life at sea off Lyme Regis during 2009,” 
said Mr Dover. 

Guild members heard that the station’s Atlantic 75 class 
lifeboat had performed well during the year and the 
launch of the lifeboat by tractor and carriage was “very 
efficient” with launch times down to six or seven minutes

from the time the pagers to the lifeboat being afloat. Since 
the last Guild AGM, five new crew members had been 
recruited and trained. 

He also reported that in October this year a RNLI 
coastal review would be carried out at the lifeboat station 
and it was anticipated at Lyme would be allocated a new 
Atlantic 85 lifeboat in 2012. 

Mr Dover told the meeting that it was pleasing that local 
men and women still came forward to crew the town’s 
lifeboat. 

He continued: “What we are extremely pleased to see 
here at Lyme Regis Lifeboat station is our local teenagers 
such as John Gage, Grace Wadsworth, Ritchie Durrant 
and Ollie Rice joining the lifeboat crew. 


“We hear and read of the small majority of youngsters 
around the country who lose direction for a number of 
reasons. Therefore, I think we should applaud and show 
our appreciation to John, Grace, Ritchie and Ollie for 
their commitment in volunteering their free time to help 
others and save life at sea.” 

Mr Dover’s comments prompted a round of applause 
from the Guild members. His report concluded by thank¬ 
ing, on behalf of the crew, Guild members and lifeboat 
supporters who played their part in “saving lives at sea”. 

Guild chairman Rob Michael reported on another suc¬ 
cessful year with some record amounts being raised. 

He said the Lyme Guild was lucky to have both a 
lifeboat station and shop on the seafront with visitors hav¬ 
ing to walk right past them, making the RNLI “very vis¬ 
ible and well known”. 

He continued: “Here we have more people working on

Lo and behold on Friday morning a 
workman turned up and cemented in 
a brand new sign. 

I replied to CouncillorTurner asking 
him to confirm that it was indeed a 
county responsibility so that I could 
correct this sutuation in this week's 
column. 

He did not reply. So I double 
checked with Victoria and she said she 
would phone the district. They con¬ 
firmed that it was their job and pre¬ 
sumably they replaced the sign. 

It matters not. The important thing is 
that a new sign has replaced the rusty 
old one - although it took several 
weeks and numerous complaints - and 
a little nudge from the View - to get 
the job done.

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More than 5,000 drivers stopped 
in Dorset Road Safe campaign 


UNINSURED, unlicensed and drivers using their mo¬ 
bile phone are among more than 5,000 who have been 
stopped in the three months since the launch of Dorset 
Road Safe’s ‘No Excuse’ campaign. 

A dedicated team of police officers and safety cam¬ 
era units are continuing to catch drivers and motorcy¬ 
clists showing little regard for their or others’ safety 
on Dorset’s roads. 

Since operations for the year-long partnership proj¬ 
ect began on January 18th, more than 5,300 motoring 
offences have been detected, including over 2,000 in 
the last month (ending April 18th). 

Of these, around a third were drivers were not wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt or using their mobile phones while driv¬ 
ing. 

The ‘No Excuse’ team has now had several cases 
where drivers were spotted using their mobiles and, 
when stopped, produced a second mobile stating that 
“it hasn't been used.” 

So far, a total of 88 people have been caught with no 
insurance, no licence or no MOT, some of whom will 
have to reclaim their vehicles after they were seized. 

There were also 10 offenders stopped for jumping 
red lights at road works and pedestrian crossings. 

The ‘No Excuse’ team, a mixture of Dorset Police 
officers and Dorset Safety Camera Partnership opera¬ 
tors, is committed to cracking down on bad and care¬ 
less driving across Dorset throughout 2010, with the 
aim of significantly reducing the number of people 
killed and seriously injured on Dorset’s roads. 


Chief Inspector Bob Nichols of Dorset Police Spe¬ 
cialist Operations said: “The total of well over 5,000 
offences detected by the team in the first three months 
of the operation underlines the need to improve driver 
behaviour on Dorset’s roads. 

“Each of these offences has the potential to lead to a 
tragic or more serious outcome in the event of a colli¬ 
sion. 

“The accounts behind some of those offences illus¬ 
trate just how inconsiderate and dangerous some driv¬ 
ers are and we will continue to seek to identify those 
individuals through overt and covert techniques to 
make Dorset’s roads safer for the majority of sensible 
and responsible drivers. 

“If you are a driver who does intend to continue to 
commit offences, be aware that this project is due to 
be on the road for at least the next nine months, so if 
we haven’t found you yet it may only be a matter of 
time.” 

A new series of poster and radio adverts for ‘No Ex¬ 
cuse’ is also currently raising awareness about the con¬ 
sequences of dangerous driving across the county. 
They feature real-life members of Dorset’s emergency 
and health services - an accident and emergency sur¬ 
geon (Dr Rob Tdrok), paramedic (Tracey Malloch) 
and fire fighter (Diane Critchlow) - who are regularly 
called on to respond to serious and fatal road casual¬ 
ties. 

Their message is simple and straightforward: “We 
haven’t met. Let’s keep it that way.” 


Dorset County Council’s road safety manager, 
Robert Smith, said: “The success of ‘No Excuse’ will 
be measured not only in a reduction in the number of 
people killed and seriously injured on Dorset’s roads 
but a long-term reduction in the number of bad and 
careless driving offences reported by the police. We 


are still seeing a significant number of drivers putting 
their own lives and those of others at risk by some 
very selfish behaviour. Just because something un¬ 
pleasant didn’t happen to you yesterday, or this morn¬ 
ing, doesn’t mean it won’t happen the next time you 
drive off.” 


Council 'fed up of waiting' 


LYME Regis town councillors are fed up with West 
Dorset District Council delaying the signing of agree¬ 
ments to finalise the ownership of the seafront. 

The three local authorities - town, district and county 
council - have been locked in discussions for years over 
who is responsible for running the seafront. 

A tripartite draft agreement has been drawn up by 
Dorset County Council for the three parties to sign pend¬ 
ing receipt of a plan which is being prepared to the tech¬ 
nical Services Division of West Dorset District Council. 

But Councillor Sally Holman, chairman of the town 
council’s Policy Committee, told colleagues at last week’s 
full meeting that they had waited long enough for the dis¬ 
trict to prepare the document. 

She asked district councillor Daryl Turner whether he 
could speed up the process, adding: “We have waited too 
long.” 

Councillor Turner responded that he had sent an e-mail 
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to the appropriate department two weeks ago but had not 
received a reply. It was now his intention to raise the mat¬ 
ter with chief executive David Clarke. 

It was also agreed that the town clerk, Mike Lewis, 
would write to Mr Clarke. 

Under the terms of the agreement, the town council will 
take on responsibility for the public area outside the Bell 
Cliff as well as the Marine Parade, from the town end to 
the western barrier. 

The county council will continue to be responsible for 
the old section of the Cart Road to the turning circle as it 
is a public highway. But the district council has ceded re¬ 
sponsibility to the town council to manage the new sec¬ 
tion of the Cart Road as part of a deal in which the town 
council took over the running of the Marine Parade toilets 
with the district giving up the ownership of the closed toi¬ 
lets at each end of the shelters so that they could form part 
of the regeneration scheme. 

When the agreement is finally signed the town council 
will be able to secure revenue from seafront businesses 
who utilise the Marine Parade to promote their businesses 
by displaying their wares or serving customers.

New councillor 
told to sit down 


NEWLY-appointed town councillor Daryl Turner clashed 
with the Mayor, Councillor Michaela Matters, over pro¬ 
cedural matters at a meeting of Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

When Councillor Turner returned to the council cham¬ 
ber after a three-year absence he claimed that three mem¬ 
bers - the Mayor, Owen Lovell and Ann Bradbury - had 
contravened standing orders by being party to decisions 
made at a Three Cups meeting with Palmers Brewery 
without a mandate from the council. 

He called on the mayor to investigate and she said she 
would look into it. 

Councillor Turner tried to raise the issue again at last 
week’s full council meeting under the agenda items of 
“urgent” items. But the Mayor told him that as far as she 
was concerned the matter was “dead”. 

She explained she had seen the minutes taken at the 
Palmers meeting and made amendments to these. 

With Councillor Turner standing his ground, she told 
him bluntly: “I am standing and you should not to stood 
when the Mayor is standing. As far as I am concerned the 
matter is dead.” 

Councillor Turner replied: “I will have to take it further 
then.”

The facts on energy performance certificates 


E PC’S came about as a result of the European 
Directive in the battle against climate 
change. Unfortunately due to the lack of un¬ 
derstanding governing the process and the imple¬ 
mentation that was put in place an EPC is regarded 
by various members of the public as being an un¬ 
necessary evil and just another piece of red tape that 
we could do without. This could be no further from 
the truth and hopefully I will be able to clarify some 
relevant questions and shine a more positive light 
on the issue. 

For instance a residential EPC is valid from the 
date of issue for a period of ten years and at this 
point in time costs less than a colour television li¬ 
cense which lasts for a period of one year? That is 
a very basic however simple fact but there is a lot 
more to it than just the cost. 

An EPC actually brings out recommendations to 
assist the property owner in ways to save on fuel 
bills and at the same time contribute in the battle 
against climate change. The recommendations are

supported by new feed in tariffs which entitle the 
consumer to export generated renewable fuel back 
to the grid saving on costs and energy. With ever 
increasing fuel costs and the state of the current 
economy any means by which we can save money 
in the here and now has to be advantageous. 

More immediate cost effective solutions like 
switching to low energy light bulbs, improving loft 
and wall insulation or upgrading a boiler system are 
all highlighted in the end result depending on the 
utility usage in individual properties. 

There may be sceptics out there who condemn the 
entire climate change hype but even they are keen 
to save money. 

Climate change is a fact and the EPC is a valuable 
tool in helping to reduce carbon emissions from 
buildings. Buildings are responsible for 50% of the 
release of C02 emissions into the atmosphere. By 
applying the EPC process we are able to measure 
the performance of buildings and in doing so not 
only are we able to implement measures but we are 
also helping to change the way in which new build¬ 
ings are designed and constructed to become envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly. 

The EPC process is applicable to residential prop¬ 
erties, commercial properties and public buildings 
owned by a local or government authority. In short 
just about any habitable building,with a number of 
exceptions, i.e. a place of worship, are suitable for 
an energy performance assessment by a qualified 
and accredited assessor. I would urge the public to 
ensure that the person performing the assessment is 
recognised by a governing body and that they per¬ 
form a professional service. I would encourage the 
public to ask questions of the assessor regarding the 
resultant rating on a property and by what means 
they could improve to save money on fuel costs. 
The assessor is actually there to help. 

The negative aspect of an EPC needs to be re¬ 
placed by the positive and hopefully the public will 
realise the value of the process as we move ahead 
in the battle against climate change. After all saving 
money, energy, contributing to a cleaner environ¬ 
ment and helping to create a better future for our 
children must surely be a good thing.

T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3,000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. y, 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than ‘ 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five * 

Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion 
- was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 while 
awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

A beginner's guide to the 
opera (or perhaps not!) 


THE idea of the pop artist moving into the classical field is not a new one. 
Off the top of my head I can think of Paul McCartney (who has released a 
further three classical albums since his initial foray in '\99'\, Liverpool Ora¬ 
torio) and Elvis Costello (who followed in Paul's footsteps with IISogno in 
2004). I'm sure if I thought about it a little longer I could come up with a 
few more. 

But moving from pop to opera - that most highbrow of musical genres 
- well, that's an altogether different proposition. The likes of Charlotte 
Church might have moved in the opposite direction, but she never actu¬ 
ally wrote an opera to my knowledge! 

Roger Waters, the self-styled genius of Pink Floyd, tried his hand with 
Ira, based on the story of the French Revolution. A well received, unsur¬ 
prisingly overblown piece - with over 500 artists involved in the 2006 Pol¬ 
ish production - it might have been an opera but nevertheless had Waters' 
trademark all over it. 

But of all the other great songwriters in that all-encompassing oeuvre 
called 'pop,' perhaps one of the most likely candidates to try their hand at 
opera was always going to be Rufus Wainwright. 

A singer-songwriter in the Elton John tradition, Rufus is known for his 
'popera'style which seemed to make his progression to full-blown opera 
a matter of'when'and not'if. His affecting, personal style of writing often 
invokes the themes of tragedy associated with opera. 

In fact, the story of his life so far could make a great opera; his difficult 
relationship with his father (singer-songwriter Loudon Wainwright III), the 
death of his loving mother (singer-songwriter Kate McGarrigle) and the 
playful rivalry between him and his sister (singer-songwriter Martha Wain¬ 
wright). 

Add in Rufus'addiction to crystal meth in the early 2000s, as well as the 
ups and downs of his musical family, and you've got yourself a great story. 

Yet, I digress. Rufus has written an opera but it's not about himself. Prima 
Donna originally opened in Manchester last year and recently finished it's 
first (and possibly last) run in London. I went to Sadler's Wells in Islington 
for the final of the four scheduled performances in the capital. 

I've never been to the opera before and it says a lot about my tastes in 
music that the first time I go it's because the piece carries the name of 
someone not associated with the genre. 

Although I could wax lyrical about any rock concert you could throw at 
me, reviewing an opera... well, I don't know where to start. To be honest, 
at times I wished that that I could mute the singers and just listen to the 
orchestra (the Royal Ballet Sinfonia) but I just put that down to being an 
opera philistine. 

It wasn't until the resumption after the interval that I realised that Prima 
Donna - by opera standards - might not actually be any good. A number 
of people sat near me did not return to their seats and I wasn't entirely 
sure why. I'm sure my feet weren't particuarly smelly, and was positive I 
hadn't done anything to upset anyone's operatic sensibilities! 

Yes, the story was rather non-existent (an ageing opera singer - possibly 
inspired by Maria Callas - anxiously prepares for her comeback in 1970s 
Paris, falls in love with a journalist, has her heart broken, calls off come¬ 
back) but I'd been warned that operas are never renowned for the plot 
lines anyway. 

The main performers, including celebrated Scottish soprano and Covent 
Garden regular Janis Kelly, all sang with the level of passion and gusto 
you'd expect. 

So what was wrong with it? Well, you'd need to ask an opera expert, not 
a novice, for the answer to that. But the newspapers confirmed my fears 
that this was not a well received piece. 

"After many minutes of cumulative bathos, you long for something to 
happen - anything," bemoaned Fiona Maddocks in The Observer. I agree 
things were a little slow, but I thought that was the norm. 

I did notice there weren't any gripping arias - something that you'd ex¬ 
pect from any opera, surely? - to make the evening go a little faster. But 

did I think it "at best banal, 
at worst boring" (Lynne 
Walker, The Independent )? 
That, perhaps, is a little 
harsh. 

But if the libretto hadn't 
been written in French, I do 
think the whole thing 
would have been laughable 
(an opera in English is not 
on my list of things to see 
before I die). 

Has it encouraged me to 
return to the opera? Well, if 
it was Rufus' intention to in¬ 
troduce a new, younger 
generation to the genre, I'm 
not sure it's worked. 

I think if I did go again, I'll 
give the modern stuff a 
miss, head to the Royal 
Opera House and hope 
something like Tosca or Don 
Giovanni is on instead.

TH E Lyme Regis Fossil Festival 2010 is pleased to announce that surrealist singer- 
songwriter and guitarist, Robyn Hitchcock, will headline the festival with a per¬ 
formance in the Marine Theatre on the evening of Saturday, May 1 st. 

To his many fans and followers, Robyn's musical talent and abilities as singer, 
musician and lyricist need no introduction. He has worked with, inspired and 
captivated people with an edgy, often bizarre and challenging but consistently 
brilliant catalogue of work that spans almost 35 years. Now one of England's vet¬ 
eran cult figures, he has been filmed by Jonathan Demme and worked alongside 
the greats that those decades produced, such as Elvis Costello, REM, Nick Lowe, 
John Paul Jones and Gillian Welch to name but a few. 

To compliment the theme of the Festival, which this year is'Dead ... And Alive!', 
his unique repertoire for the evening will include songs about insects and ma¬ 
rine life, including a trilobite song. Robyn acknowledges that much of his work 
has been inspired by the natural environment. He lived for a while on the Isle of 
Wight and his sister, Lai Hitchcock, the artist, lives on the Jurassic Coast, where, 
he says "We get together and feed the plesiosaurs". 

However, there is another more recent influence on his work inspired by his 
involvement with the Cape Farewell project. Robyn was one of the 40 interna¬ 
tional artists, journalists and scientists who joined the 2008 Disko Bay Expedition 
to Greenland in September 2008. 

The Arctic is an incredible place for artistic inspiration and by literally sailing 
into the heart of the climate debate, the Expedition was an attempt to draw peo¬ 
ple's attention to this climatic tipping point. 

Robyn wrote in his blog during the expedition: 

'Slugs leave trails, sheep leave droppings, bees make honey, and humans leave two 
things: art and garbage. Where these meet is called entertainment. I am an enter¬ 
tainer.' 

'As the scientists aboard research the effects of ice-melt on the ocean bed, and trace 
the possible mutation of the Gulf-stream through salination tests, we artists are 
being exposed to a landscape that cannot fail to affect our work.' 

Also on the Cape Farewell Expedition was KT Tunstall, Brit Award winner for Best 
British Female Solo Artist. "KT Tunstall and I both wrote songs on the voyage. They 
are our response to what we experienced, even if they aren't the eco-anthems that 
the world urgently needs." 

Before his 8.30pm solo show, at 5.30 pm (£3), Cape Farewell founder David 
Buckland will present their BBC film 'Art from a Changing Arctic', and afterwards 
will answer questions, along with Simon Boxall from the National Oceanography 
Centre and Alex Hartley, whose'Nowhere Island'project won the Region's Artists 
Taking the Lead award and is part of the South West Cultural Olympiad.

ACTRESS Jan Wyld is the shining star of Churchill Produc¬ 
tions, and performed at the Electric Palace last year in Jim 
Cartwright's 'Two'.

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Bus stop warning system proves potential to save children’s lives 


A new warning system developed in Sweden 
has demonstrated its potential to save lives of 
British schoolchildren in a series of trials in 
Scotland. The Amparo SeeMe® system uses 
an automatic radio ‘tag’, attached to a child’s 
school bag to trigger solar-powered warning 
lights on bus stops or at crossings, to warn 
drivers that schoolchildren are in the vicinity. 

The first UK trials of the SeeMe®warning sys¬ 
tem took place in Aberdeenshire, where sadly 
two young lives were lost in 2008 after children 
were struck by cars when they stepped off 



school buses. While SeeMe® is fully CE-certi- 
fied and adheres to EN12352; Scottish Trans¬ 
port Minister Stewart Stevenson took advantage 
of devolution to ensure that the SeeMe®equip- 
ment was evaluated as rapidly as possible 
ahead of full UK homologation by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport. 

The interactive bus stops, which issue a warn¬ 
ing signal when children are boarding or leaving 
a school vehicle, are being tested in Aberdeen¬ 
shire, Aberdeen and Moray. Local authority sur¬ 
veys report that the flashing warning signs 
activated by a signal from the transponder in the 
pupils’ schoolbags have reduced driver speeds 
by up to 13%, from 53mph to 45mph when the 
signs were flashing. Pupils also reported a re¬ 
duction in the number of cars overtaking school 
buses which have stopped to pick up or drop 
off children. 

The first stage of the pilot scheme was 
launched in May last year and ran for several 
months. The signs were brought back for a sec¬ 
ond phase in February. Local parents reported 
that 76% had noticed the signs and 86% felt 
they helped to alert them to the presence of 
schoolchildren. 

Across the UK, DfT figures show that 28,126 
children aged 0-15 years were injured in road 
accidents. 3,331 of these were seriously injured 
and 141 were killed. These include 11,250 child 
pedestrian casualties, which included 63 fatali¬ 
ties. It is particularly noteworthy that while the 
number of children killed or seriously injured 
(KSI) in cycling accidents has fallen by 53% and 
as car passengers have fallen by 54%, the num¬ 


ber of KSI accidents for child pedestrians in the 
UK has fallen by just 46%. 

The Amparo SeeMe®system is used across 
Sweden, including areas north of the Arctic Cir¬ 
cle, but in particular it has been in use for the 
past three years at locations in Southern Swe¬ 
den; near Eslov, Gothenberg and Uppsala. 
They are each in areas which are at around the 
same latitude as northern England and thus 
have similar weather and seasonal lighting con¬ 
ditions. 

In addition to Scandinavia and Scotland, the 
SeeMe®system is being launched worldwide, 
with new trials beginning as far afield as Ireland 
and Australia. “The SeeMe®system has just 
been approved by the Irish Department of 
Transport and the Road Safety Authority and we 
can see an immediate demand for the 
SeeMe®system in Ireland” says Niall O’Byrne 
at Synoptix Traffic Solutions Ltd. Deon Fourie, 
product manager at Saferoads Pty Ltd in Aus¬ 
tralia is equally excited “We welcome the results 
of the trials in Scotland and look forward to let¬ 
ting also children in Australia take advantage of 
the safety benefits the SeeMe®system has 
proven to deliver.” 

“SeeMe®is an efficient measure for increased 
safety at bus stops, a tested and verified solu¬ 
tion in use all over Sweden today” says Leon 
Nilsson, the COO of Amparo Solutions. “Keep¬ 
ing it simple means a cost-efficient solution with 
low maintenance. It is also easily adaptable to 
changing needs, for example if the bus stop 
needs to be moved, no investment in infrastruc¬ 
ture such as electrical supply is needed.” 


“Our experience is that the most dangerous 
situation is when the child is walking to or from 
the school or school bus, either on their way to 
the bus stop, crossing the road, or in connec¬ 
tion with getting on or off the bus” says Nilsson. 
“The SeeMe®equipment can make a significant 
difference, in winter or summer, night or day. 

There is a further advantage in that the system 
is a ‘positive solution’. Its performance is based 
on driver recognition of a risk rather than an au¬ 
tomatic response to a speed camera, making it 
much more effective. 

“The introduction of a clear and simple safety 
measure by the local road authority demon¬ 
strates a positive action and generates goodwill 
rather than resentment, from other road users” 
says Nilsson. “With SeeMe®securing the 
school bus stop and school crossings, parents 
feel more secure and confident in allowing their 
children to walk, use public transport, or cycle 
to school instead of being driven”.

Vauxhall starts the electric charge as 
Ampera passes production milestone 


THE Vauxhall Ampera passed an important 
milestone last Friday, when the first pre-pro¬ 
duction car rolled off the line at GM's Pre-Pro¬ 
duction Operations' assembly line in Warren, 
Michigan. 

More validation Amperas will be built in coming 
months, and will be used by engineers in Europe 
and the United States for testing the production- 
intent design. The focus will be on developing 
the final vehicle software and controls, fine tun¬ 
ing the vehicles' driving characteristics, and per¬ 
forming safety and structural integrity testing. 
"We're right on target for producing the Ampera 
for European markets later next year," said An¬ 
drew Farah, Vehicle Chief Engineer for Ampera. 
"There's still work to be done, but being able to 
drive an Ampera off our pre-production line is a 
great accomplishment for the teams here and in 
Europe." 

The Ampera extended-range electric vehicle de¬ 
livers up to 40 miles of pure electric driving before 
an engine-generator kicks in to sustain the bat¬ 
tery charge and seamlessly extends the range to 
more than 300 miles. The battery can be charged 
by plugging the vehicle's on-board charge sys¬ 
tem into a standard household outlet. It is sched¬ 
uled to be in UK showrooms by early 2012.

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


IS VIRUS THE ROOT OF 
BUCKLER'S PROBLEM? 


THE dismal finish to the season by Bob 
Buckler's horses at first seemed disappoint¬ 
ing considering the good year that the sta¬ 
ble has enjoyed writes Stuart Broom. 

With an almost identical record to last 
season, the running of his horses in the 
final two weeks since the Grand National 
has been much poorer than he would have 
expected. 

However it would now appear that the 
stable may have a virus. Winter Warmer, 
who was the last of Buckler's horses to have 
run, finished last at Fontwell on Thursday 
and was reported on Sunday to have a 
runny nose and not be eating up. 

"There is definitely a grumbling in the 
yard," he reported. "Too many have put in 
sub- standard runs, and with Winter 
Warmer now appearing to have caught 
something we will be running blood tests 
this weekto establish ifthereisa problem." 

Buckler had been particularly disap¬ 
pointed with Ethiopia's running in the Con¬ 
ditional Jockeys' Novices' Handicap Hurdle 
at Southwell last Wednesday. Having got 
up in the final strides to beat Count Boris at 
Plumpton five weeks earlier Buckler was 
convinced the 7-year-old would easily beat 
the field but having led early on he weak¬ 
ened under pressure to finish midfield. 

"I thought he was a certainty and so was 
very disappointed when he failed to 
quicken, but maybe we now know why." 

Both Double or Quitz and Howlin At The 
Moon had also ran badly for no inexplica¬ 


ble reason earlier in the week giving rise to 
Buckler's suspicions. 

Of his other runners, Sean Thornton hav¬ 
ing his first run over fences at Fontwell was 
competing well for the first six fences but 
then chopped into his front tendon with 
his back leg which left him tailed off badly 
at the finish. 

"Being his first chase he was jumping very 
carefully, and I suspect that was the reason 
for him injuring himself. As you can imag¬ 
ine it is very sore." 

The Sawyer put in a very creditable per¬ 
formance in the Irish Daily Mirror Handicap 
Chase at Punchestown last Wednesday 
evening but would have been much closer 
that ninth had he not made one bad mis¬ 
take down the back straight after heading 
the race. 

"He made a bad error and almost went 
but recovered and ran a super race," said 
Buckler who only found out after the race 
that his charge had been rated differently 
by the Irish handicapper than his British 
counterpart. 

"He was rated 41b less in Ireland and was 
eligible for the PatTaffe Chase on the Sat¬ 
urday which was over 3 miles. If I had 
known that I would have probably run him 
in that against lesser opposition." 

With the current season having finished 
on Saturday, Buckler will be turning most 
of his horses out for the summer with only 
a handful who prefer fast ground staying in 
training.

Electrical problems put paid

A FAULTY speed limiter may have put paid to the 
chances of local rally team Rex Ireland and Adrian 
Scadding in the second round of the British Rally 
Championships last Saturday.

We even¬ 
tually diagnosed a faulty brand new speed limiter 
that must have got knocked or failed as we landed 
in the field. 

"I rewired it and the car then went like a rocket but 
unfortunately we were about 17 minutes adrift of a 
sensible time and so far behind that we retired. It's 
unlucky, but that's how it goes sometimes." 

Rex stood third in the registered driver's champi¬ 
onship and Adrian second in the navigator's table 
after the first stage, but realistically now have no 
chance of being competitive after such a penalty 
and will be taking stock as to whether to continue 
this year.

After admitting he made mistakes in his team selection 
against Lewes, Vickers restored a number of his established 
players for this final match of the season although there 
seemed little urgency from either side early on. 

Kieran Knight had Magpies keeper Regan Coward scram¬ 
bling across his goal with a drive on five minutes which 
went wide of the right hand post, before Steve Devlin's 
powerful header from 15-yards from Nick Crittenden's 
hooked cross just cleared the angle of the goal frame.
